New Delhi, the 6th July 1959 

S.O. 1529.—In pursuance of clause 2 of the directions issued under the provi¬ 
sions of each of the enactments as specified in the First Schedule annexed hereto, 
the Central Government after considering the recommendations of the, Film 
Advisory Board, Bombay, hereby approves the films specified in column 2 of the 
Second Schedule annexed hereto in all their language versions, to be of the 
description specified against each in column 6 of the said Second Schedule.
